In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  since  4th  January,  1960. 1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1959. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1 /60  dated  8th  January,  1960. 

As  regards  the  vital  statistics  for  the  town  these  are  satisfactory. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis,  typhoid,  paratyphoid,  diphtheria  or  small- 
pox occurred  during  the  year. 

Nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  and  of  these  eight  were  due 
to  Salmonella  heidelberg  and  one  to  Salmonella  typhimurium.  In  co- 
operation with  Dr.  N.  S.  Galbraith  of  the  Central  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory special  investigation  was  made  into  the  occurrence  of  Salmon- 
ella heidelberg  infection  and  details  are  included  in  this  report. 

Clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  has  proceeded 
smoothly.  In  all  8 clearance  areas  comprising  67  houses,  and  4 indiv- 
idual unfit  houses  were  officially  represented.  Fifty  persons  were  re- 
housed from  unfit  houses. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  for  their  efficient  service  during  the 
year  and  especially  during  the  period  when  the  post  of  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  vacant. 

I would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  of  the  clerical  staff,  without 
whose  co-operation  this  report  could  not  be  produced.

The  Registrar-General's  estimate 
of  the  resident  population  for  the  mid-year  1959  is  37,570  and  the  vital 
statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1951  census  was  36,817. 

births.  (Tables  1 and  2,  page  37).  Five  hundred  and  thirty-two 
births  (267  males  and  265  females)  were  registered.  This  gives  a crude 
birth-rate  of  14.16  per  thousand  of  the  total  population,  compared  with 
13.6  in  1958.  The  corrected  birth-rate  i.e.  that  rate  which  would  be 
arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this  district 
was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  15.15 
compared  with  16.5  for  England  and  Wales.

500,  each  infantile  death  shows  as  approximately  2 in  the  infant  mortal- 
ity rate  which  is  calculated  per  1,000  live  births.

The  Northampton  Road  site  which  is  used  by  travelling  fairs  was 
kept  under  sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it  was  used. 

swimming  baths  and  pools.  Attendance  at  the  Covered  Bath  for 
1959  was  84,819,  including  15,645  from  schools.  Comparative  figures 
for  1958  were  79,498  and  12,075. 

Attendance  at  the  Open  Air  Bath  was  51,246  (a  record  figure  for 
the  Open  Air  Bath),  as  compared  with  26,734  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  attended  by  19,722  as  compared  with 
21,41 1 during  the  previous  year. 
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The  all  time  record  of  127,861  attending  the  Baths  in  1955,  was 
easily  surpassed  with  a grand  total  of  155,787  in  1959. 

The  new  paved  surrounds  to  the  Open  Air  Bath  have  proved  to  be 
a great  improvement  and  the  danger  to  bathers’  feet  eliminated. 

The  possibility  of  providing  a chlorinating  plant  for  the  paddling 
pool  at  Rockingham  Road  Park  was  investigated,  but  found  both  difficult 
and  costly. 

The  pool  was  filled  during  August  only,  and  kept  under  careful 
supervision. 

prevention  of  damage  by  pests  act,  1949.  (Table  11,  page  44). 

During  the  year  290  applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent 
Operative  were  received.  Occupiers  of  premises  where  infestations  exist 
or  are  suspected,  continue  to  seek  early  assistance  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  by  so  doing  enable  any  infestations  to  be  quickly 
eradicated. 

Despite  constant  supervision,  major  infestations  occurred  at  Cherry 
Hall  refuse  tip  and  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  at  Finedon. 

Eight  infestations  by  rats  and  nine  by  mice  were  dealt  with  at  food 
premises. 

Sixty-eight  requests  for  the  destruction  of  wasps’  nests  were  dealt 

with.

ice-cream.  Twenty-four  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  from 
five  producers  or  retailers  in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955.  Twenty-two  samples  were  reported  to  be  grade  1 (Satisfactory), 
and  two  grade  2.  One  ice-lolly  sample  was  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

meat  and  other  foods.  There  were  three  licensed  slaughter- 
houses in  use  during  the  year. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954,  the  practice  has 
continued  whereby  a number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  require- 
ments from  wholesalers  outside  the  Borough,  and  a local  wholesaler  has 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  for  distribution  over  a large  area  out- 
side the  town. 

The  number  of  carcases  examined  was  21,392  (2,218  cattle,  163 
cows,  43  calves,  9,041  pigs  and  9,927  sheep  and  lambs)  compared  with 
17,809  carcases  (3,225  cattle,  66  calves  9.226  pigs  and  5,292  sheep  and 
lambs)  in  1958. 

Four  hundred  and  sixty-nine  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses 
and  46  visits  were  made  to  Cattle  and  General  Markets.  Inspection  of 
meat  vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough  was  undertaken  from  time  to 
time.

Twenty-one  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No 
contraventions  of  these  acts  were  found. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hudson,  m.r.c.vs.,  the  local  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle 
Market  each  week  to  deal  with  any  case  coming  within  the  purview  of 
the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1894-1935. 

As  a result  of  visits  being  made  to  slaughterhouses  it  was  found 
necessary  to  condemn  12  tons,  16  cwts.  0 qrs.,  12  lbs.  of  meat  and  offals 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food  materials  weighing 
3 tons,  10  cwts.,  0 qrs.,  8 lbs.,  8 ozs.  were  condemned  as  a result  of  visits 
to  premises  where  food  was  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  Three  hundred  and 
seventy  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  home  killed  meat  and  offals 
and  in  addition  five  hundred  and  sixty-eight  certificates  were  issued  to 
traders  to  enable  them  to  obtain  compensation  in  respect  of  unfit  foods. 

cysticercus  bo  vis.  Three  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  detected 
in  the  carcases  examined. 

disposal  of  condemned  food.  The  arrangement  made  with 
members  of  the  trade  whereby  all  condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals  is 
received  by  a fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedfordshire  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  burned  in  the  incinerator  at 
Northfield  Depot  or  buried  in  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  all  tins  being 
punctured  before  burial. 
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VI.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Table  23,  page  60,  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year. 

scarlet  fever.  Forty-seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified. 
The  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of  Kettering  was  therefore  1.25  per 
1,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths. 

pneumonia.  Thirty-two  cases  of  primary  or  post-influenzal  pneu- 
monia were  notified.  The  attack  rate  for  Kettering  was  0.85  per  1,000 
population.  Fourteen  deaths  were  ascribed  to  pneumonia,  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year  being  34  cases  notified  and  18  deaths  attributed 
to  pneumonia  (all  forms). 

erysipelas.  Two  cases  were  notified,  giving  a total  attack  rate  of 
0.05  per  1 ,000'  population. 

whooping  cough.  Nineteen  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  noti- 
fied. The  attack  rate  was  0.50  per  1,000  population.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

measles.  Eight  hundred  and  thirteen  notifications  of  measles  were 
received.  The  local  attack  rate  was  21.64  per  1,000  population.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

meningococcal  infection.  One  notification  was  received. 

enteric  fever.  No  cases  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever  were 
notified. 

dysentery.  No  case  of  Sonne  Dysentery  was  notified. 

acute  poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

infectious  hepatitis.  Three  notifications  of  infectious  hepatitis 
were  received,  as  in  1958. 

puerperal  pyrexia.  Fourteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

scabies.  Three  cases  of  scabies  were  treated  during  the  year.  All 
were  children. 

cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  a decrease  on  last  year  being 
73  as  compared  with  94  in  1958  as  shown  in  Table  24,  page  61. 

food  poisoning.  Nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 
Eight  were  due  to  salmonella  heidelberg  and  one  to  salmonella  typhi- 
murium.  In  addition,  whilst  investigating  contacts  of  notified  cases  of 
salmonella  heidelberg,  one  was  found  to  be  a symptomless  excreter. 
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salmonella  Heidelberg  infection.  The  first  case  of  salmonella 
heidelberg  infection  was  notified  in  August,  1957,  and  in  September 
five  cases  occurred  in  a family  of  six  persons.  No  connection  was  estab- 
lished between  the  original  and  subsequent  cases  and  no  clue  as  to  origin 
was  found. 

In  October,  1957,  an  elderly  man  died,  after  ten  days  illness,  from 
“Toxaemia  due  to  gastro-enteritis  or  food  poisoning  caused  by  salmon- 
ella heidelberg.”  It  was  found  that  this  man  was  in  the  habit  of  visiting  a 
club  in  the  district  and  investigation  of  the  barmen  and  food  handlers 
revealed  that  one  of  the  barmen  was  a carrier  of  salmonella  heidelberg. 
Two  other  members  of  his  family  were  also  affected.  No  connection 
could  be  established  between  the  barman  and  previous  cases. 

One  other  case  occurred  in  November,  1957.  The  patient  had  been 
a patient  in  Part  III  hospital  accommodation  for  five  months  prior  to 
infection. 

In  1958,  eleven  cases  of  salmonella  heidelberg  infection  occurred 
• — two  were  family  outbreaks  comprising  2 and  3 persons  respectively 
and  six  were  individual  cases.  No  link  was  found  between  these  cases. 

In  June  1959,  a 2\  year  old  child  was  notified  as  suffering  from  sal- 
monella heidelberg  infection  and  bacteriological  examination  of  her 
parents  showed  that  they  were  infected  too.  The  father  remained  pos- 
itive for  13  weeks.  This  family  had  bought  a pork  pie  in  Kettering  and 
a friend  at  Barking  who  had  also  eaten  some  of  the  pie  was  similarly 
infected.  The  connection  between  the  Barking  case  and  the  Kettering 
cases  was  noticed  by  Dr.  N.  S.  Galbraith  of  the  Central  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Colindale. 

Shortly  afterwards  a child  developed  severe  symptoms  after  shar- 
ing a pie  from  the  same  source,  with  another  child  living  in  the  Oundle 
and  Thrapston  Rural  District,  who  was  also  affected.  Specimens  from 
the  pie  factory  and  the  slaughterhouse  where  the  pigs  had  been  killed 
were  negative.  Specimens  from  men  normally  working  in  the  factory 
and  slaughterhouse  also  proved  negative,  but  when  the  manager  of  the 
same  firm  was  notified  as  a case  of  salmonella  heidelberg,  it  was  found 
that  he  occasionally  helped  with  pie  making. 

Another  case  occurring  in  July,  1959,  appeared  quite  unconnected 
with  this  outbreak  or  with  the  pork  pies  and  was  still  a symptomless 
excreter  at  3 1st  December,  1959,  despite  repeated  treatment. 

As  investigation  of  an  outbreak  of  salmonella  heidelberg  in 
Leicester  suggested  that  infection  might  have  originated  in  pigs  from 
Kettering  Market,  it  was  decided,  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Galbraith,  to 
collect  pig  faeces  from  the  Market.  Sewer  swabs  were  also  placed  in  the 
market  sewers  and  in  the  drains  of  two  slaughterhouses  where  the  pigs 
were  killed.  By  the  end  of  October  a total  of  246  pig  faeces  specimens 
had  been  examined,  but  had  failed  to  show  the  presence  of  salmonella 
heidelberg.  The  collection  of  pig  faeces  was  then  stopped  but  sewer 
swabs  from  the  Kettering  Cattle  Market  and  from  the  slaughterhouses 
continued,  together  with  the  examination  of  mesenteric  glands  from  pigs 
slaughtered  in  Kettering  which  had  passed  through  the  market,  and  of 
other  items  which  might  have  thrown  light  on  the  source  of  infection. 
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Having  failed  to  establish  that  pigs  from  the  Kettering  Market  were 
the  source  of  infection,  it  was  decided  to  sample  gelatine,  since  this  was 
also  used  in  pork  pies,  but  so  far  no  salmonella  heidelberg  has  been 
isolated  from  any  of  the  specimens  submitted.

These  investigations  were  co-ordinated  by  Dr.  Galbraith  with  those 
of  a similar  outbreak  due  to  the  same  organism  in  the  north-west. 

disinfecting  and  cleansing  service.  Three  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected.  One  hun- 
dred and  six  articles  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners.  One 
hundred  and  fifty-five  rooms  were  disinfected. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Kettering  and  District  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  bedding  etc.,  to 
be  carried  out  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  continued  to  operate  very  satis- 
factorily throughout  the  year.

VII.  TUBERCULOSIS 


Sixteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  three  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1959.  In  1958  the  figures  were 
23  and  1 respectively.  The  Registrar-General  returns  the  numbers  of 
deaths  from  Tuberculosis  as  : pulmonary  3,  non-pulmonary  nil.  In 
1958  the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar-General  were  4 and  1. 

Table  25,  on  page  62,  shows  the  age  groups  of  both  the  new  cases 
and  the  deaths. 

There  continues  to  be  very  little  delay  before  notified  cases  are 
admitted  to  a sanatorium. 

The  Kettering  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  undertakes  the  care 
and  after-care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  gives  valuable 
assistance  to  patients  and  their  families,  by  the  provision  of  milk, 
groceries,  etc.,  to  suitable  cases. 
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VIII.  WELFARE 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947,  SECTION  47,  PERSONS  IN  NEED 
OF  care  and  attention.  Several  visits  were  paid  to  persons  who  came 
under  notice  during  the  year  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action 
under  this  Section  of  the  Act. 

welfare  of  the  aged.  The  work  of  the  Kettering  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Association  is  described  by  their  Honorary  Secretary,  Mrs.  D. 
Stirling  as  follows  : — 

“During  January,  1959,  the  Association  distributed  700  parcels 
containing  \ lb.  tea  and  \ lb.  biscuits,  which  were  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  old  people.  Two  allocations  of  coal  were  made  during  the  year — 
about  70  people  received  a voucher  for  7 /6d.  on  each  occasion. 

The  Chiropody  service  continued  to  expand  and  the  numbers 
receiving  treatment  increased  from  80  to  127  during  the  year. 

In  September  a house-to-house  collection  was  made  and  about 
£200  was  raised.  The  money  so  collected  is  being  used  to  provide  more 
parcels  of  tea  and  biscuits  for  distribution. 

In  each  Ward  of  Kettering  the  Association  has  a representative 
who,  in  turn,  has  a number  of  helpers— all  too  few — 'Unfortunately. 
These  workers  do  much  visiting  and  are  called  on  for  help  on  many 
occasions.  It  is  impossible  to  record  all  these,  but  visits  made  and  help 
given  are  much  appreciated.  I,  myself,  do  a good  deal  of  visiting  and 
give  help  where  needed  and  I am  often  called  upon  by  other  societies 
and  individuals  in  the  town  to  help  in  many  and  various  ways.” 

The  three  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs  organised  under  the  auspices  of 
the  W.V.S.  continue  to  prove  popular.  Each  club  meets  once  a week  for 
a social  afternoon.  Holidays  and  other  social  activities  are  arranged  for 
members.  During  the  year  an  evening  club  was  opened  and  this  has 
proved  very  successful. 

The  St.  John’s  Over  Sixty  Club,  which  meets  each  week,  continues 
to  meet  a need  in  the  area  of  the  Grange  Estate,  especially  among  those 
elderly  people  who  are  unable  to  get  into  town  to  the  Darby  and  Joan 
Clubs.  Various  social  events  organised  during  the  year  have  been  well 
attended. 

meals  on  wheels  service.  Mrs.  N.  G.  Wootton,  the  organiser 
of  this  service  which  is  operated  by  the  W.V.S.  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  report  : — 

“The  Kettering  Meals  on  Wheels  service  was  inaugurated  by  His 
Worship  the  Mayor  on  October  13th,  1959,  after  a small  group  of  vol- 
unteers had  worked  on  the  organisation  of  it  for  nearly  six  months. 

The  service  aims  to  assist  those  who,  because  of  old  age,  ill  health 
or  infirmity,  find  difficulty  in  cooking  meals  for  themselves. 

The  names  of  those  needing  this  service  were  suggested  in  the  first 
instance  by  the  District  Nurses  Superintendent,  the  Home  Help  Organ- 
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iser,  Hospital  Almoners,  etc.  Applications  are  also  received  from  time 
to  time  from  relatives  or  friends  of  old  people  who  would  like  to  have 
the  meals.  These  are  all  investigated  by  the  District  Nurses  Superinten- 
dent before  being  accepted. 

The  meals  are  cooked  at  the  canteen  of  the  Wicksteed  Village 
Trust  at  a charge  of  2/-  per  head,  and  taken  in  heated  containers  to  the 
homes  of  those  receiving  the  service.  The  purchase  of  the  containers  was 
financed  by  the  Stockbum  Memorial  Trust. 

The  meals  are  delivered  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  each  week  by 
a group  of  volunteer  helpers  in  their  own  cars — four  cars  going  out 
originally,  this  later  being  increased  to  five. 

A subsidy  of  1 /-  on  each  meal  is  shared  equally  by  the  Kettering 
Borough  Council  and  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council,  leaving 
the  recipient  to  pay  the  balance  of  1 /-. 

When  the  service  started  58  names  were  on  the  list.  Of  these  42 
received  meals  twice  weekly  and  the  rest  once  a week.  The  number 
remained  fairly  static  to  the  end  of  December,  any  new  cases  taken  on 
being  balanced  by  those  going  into  hospital  or  no  longer  needing  the 
service.”

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X.  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  ON 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1959 


(a)  STAFF. 

Although  we  began  1959  one  inspector  below  establishment,  we 
had  gained  the  services  of  Mr.  D.  W.  Keightley  and  our  pupil,  Mr.  D. 
A.  Lovell,  was  sufficiently  advanced  in  training  to  be  very  useful. 

In  July,  Mr.  Lovell  qualified  at  the  first  attempt  and  was  appointed 
to  the  vacant  post  as  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 

At  the  same  time  Mr.  E.  G.  Davies  was  successful  in  the  Royal 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Health’s  examination  for  Smoke 
Inspectors. 

Mr.  B.  G.  R.  Coley  completed  his  National  Service  in  time  to 
succeed  Mr.  Lovell  as  pupil,  having  gained  valuable  experience  in  army 
hygiene  and  completed  his  preliminary  studies  in  the  R.A.M.C.,  so  that 
he  was  able  at  once  to  start  an  approved  course  at  Leicester  School  of 
Building. 

Early  in  the  year  Mr.  B.  Clarke  severely  injured  his  left  arm  while 
dealing  with  rats  at  the  Corporation  tip.  Mr.  Robinson,  however,  proved 
a conscientious  deputy  in  his  absence. 

(b)  HOUSE  INSPECTION  (i)  CLEARANCE. 

There  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  inspected  and 
represented,  either  in  clearance  areas  or  individually,  the  total  dealt 
with,  72,  being  17  more  than  the  previous  year  and  four  more  than  had 
been  estimated. 

It  included  such  important  areas  as  Wadcroft — a haphazard  and 
largely  forgotten  collection  of  houses  behind  the  High  Street,  half  the 
south  side  of  Queen  Street,  Warren  Hill  Cottages  and  Links  Terrace  in 
Roth  well  Road,  as  well  as  small  groups  of  property  in  Lower  Street  and 
George  Street. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  houses  originally  listed  had  been 
dealt  with,  and  a good  start  made  on  the  supplementary  list,  to  which 
19  houses  were  added  during  the  year. 

Progress  with  rehousing  tenants  was,  however,  less  satisfactory 
owing  to  the  protracted  negotiation  necessary  to  secure  ownership  of  the 
areas. 

To  illustrate  the  work  of  slum  clearance,  an  exhibition  entitled 
“Changing  Kettering ” was  opened  in  the  entrance  to  the  Public  Library 
on  16th  March,  1959.  On  the  one  side  were  displayed  photographs  of 
properties  included  in  clearance  areas,  and  on  the  other  the  growth  of 
Kettering  was  traced  from  Roman  times  with  the  aid  of  old  maps,  the 
information  being  based  on  Bull’s  “History  of  Kettering ” and  reports 
of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Library  Com- 
mittee and  the  Librarian,  Mr.  J.  Burden,  for  the  use  of  this  very  effec- 
tive display  space,  as  well  as  for  the  loan  of  maps. 

With  the  passing  of  the  Housing  (Underground  Rooms)  Act,  1959, 
a survey  was  carried  out  of  the  3 1 houses  in  the  borough  with  basement 
rooms. 
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As  the  rooms  were  not  generally  used  for  either  living  or  sleeping 
purposes,  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  make  regulations  under 
the  Act. 

HOUSE  INSPECTION  ( U ) REPAIRS. 

Though  a dwindling  number  of  applications  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act  was  received,  much  time  was  spent  en- 
forcing notices  served  concurrently  with  Rent  Act  procedure. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  rents  are  more  adequate  to  meet  the  cost 
of  repairs,  we  are  still  not  keeping  pace  with  the  rate  of  deterioration  of 
houses. 

Although  the  number  of  premises  for  which  statutory  notices  have 
been  served  has  increased  as  follows  : —

it  is  difficult  to  get  repairs  carried  out,  partly  because  builders  have 
more  work  on  hand  than  they  seem  able  to  deal  with,  and  find  new 
building  and  improvement  work  more  attractive  than  house  repairs,  and 
partly  because  the  sanctions  available  to  us  are  inadequate.  The  Borough 
Council  have  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Association  of  Municipal 
Corporations  to  the  fact  that  the  penalties  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts  are  the  same  as  those  instituted  in  1875,  and  were  informed  that  a 
committee  has  been  sitting  on  the  matter  for  some  years. 

It  is,  however,  good  to  note  that  the  number  of  Improvement 
Grants  issued  continues  to  increase  and  that,  during  the  year,  the  Coun- 
cil obtained  sanction  to  carry  out  comprehensive  renovations  to  their 
oldest  houses,  thereby  setting  an  example  to  other  landlords. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  reviewed,  and  felt  able  to 
relax  slightly,  the  procedure  under  which  all  houses  improved  with  the 
aid  of  grants  are  inspected  annually  by  the  public  health  inspectors  to 
ensure  that  they  are  properly  maintained  and  the  conditions  of  the 
grant  observed. 

(c)  FACTORIES  AND  WORK  PLACES. 

Routine  inspection  of  factories  was  resumed  in  1959  and  new  re- 
cord cards  made  out  incorporating  useful  information  concerning  fuel 
burning  appliances. 

Complaints  were  also  dealt  with  concerning  noise,  fumes  and  vib- 
ration in  factories  affecting  neighbouring  dwellings. 

Inspections  under  the  sanitary  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  were 
made  either  on  receipt  of  a complaint  or  of  a report  from  the  Shops 
Inspector. 

(d)  AIR  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  a survey  of  all  industrial  fuel  burning  appliances 
was  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  number  and  types  of  boilers  ; kind,  and 
where  possible,  quantity  of  fuel  used  ; method  of  stoking  and  height  and 
construction  of  chimneys. 
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Besides  enabling  us  to  pinpoint  the  black  spots  in  the  town,  the 
survey  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  larger  fuel  users  the  importance 
of  smoke  abatement  and  afforded  an  opportunity  to  urge  those  with 
inefficient  plant  on  the  right  course.

As  the  table  shows,  a good  proportion  of  industrial  fuel  users 
already  rely  either  on  smokeless  fuel  (e.g.  coke  or  gas),  oil,  or  automatic 
stokers  for  cleanliness  and  efficiency.  Only  ten  handfired  coal  burning 
appliances  remain.  Occasional  trouble  is,  however,  experienced  with 
automatic  stokers  and  oil  fired  plant. 

All  plans  involving  industrial  fuel  burning  plants  have  been  exam- 
ined. Owing  to  the  cost  and  architectural  appearance  there  is  a tendency 
to  keep  chimney  heights  to  the  minimum  necessary  to  secure  the  re- 
quisite draught.  In  six  cases  the  chimney  height  proposed  was  increased 
by  agreement  to  ensure  that  smoke  and  flue  gasses  were  carried  above 
surrounding  buildings,  where  they  would  be  more  readily  dispersed. 

Two  instances  of  excessive  black  smoke  emission  were  dealt  with, 
both  due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  operator. 

The  deposit  gauges  continued  to  give  a useful  rough  guide  to  the 
amount  of  heavier,  (mainly  industrial)  pollution  capable  of  settling  or 
being  washed  out  by  rain. 

While  the  average  monthly  deposit  at  Satra  House  dropped  from 
10.25  tons  per  square  mile  in  1958  to  7.90  tons  in  1959,  due,  presum- 
ably to  the  closing  of  the  blast  furnaces,  that  at  Manor  House  increased 
slightly  from  7.97  to  8.1  tons  per  square  mile. 
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The  Satra  House  figures  are  still  disappointingly  high  for  a gauge 
situated  on  the  northern  outskirts  of  the  town,  possibly  because  of  pol- 
lution from  the  railway  and  a plant  making  road  metaling.  Some  im- 
provement should  result  from  the  increasing  use  of  diesel  engines  by 
British  Railways. 

The  unpleasant  November  fogs  were  a salutory  warning  not  to  be 
too  complacent  about  pollution  in  Kettering.  Comparatively  little  fur- 
ther improvement  can,  however,  be  expected  unless  the  individual 
householder  is  prepared  to  pull  his  weight  and  adopt  smokeless  fuels 
and  appliances  either  voluntarily  or  in  a smoke  control  area. 

The  deposit  gauges  give  no  indication  of  this  domestic  pollution, 
which  consists  of  tarry  hydrocarbons  and  sulphurous  gasses.  Volumetric 
appliances  are  needed  to  give  daily  readings  of  these  very  injurious 
forms  of  pollution. 

(e)  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  in  Kettering 
increased  from  17,727  in  1958  to  21,392  in  1959.  This  was  due  to  a 
considerable  increase  in  sheep  and  lambs  killed  which  more  than  offset 
a decrease  in  the  number  of  cattle. 


The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  continued  to  decline,  the  percentages

All  three  of  the  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  found  were  single  live 
cysts  in  the  cheek  muscles  of  steers.  Two  of  the  bullocks  were  from  the 
same  farm. 

Twenty  certificates  of  fitness  for  the  export  of  meat  were  issued 
during  the  year. 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1957,  and 
the  Hygiene  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations,  it  was  necessary 
to  ensure  immediate  compliance  with  these  regulations  affecting  the 
routine  (as  distinct  from  the  construction)  of  slaughterhouses,  and  to 
assess  the  extent  to  which  the  three  slaughterhouses  in  use  fall  short  of 
the  standards  of  construction  laid  down. 

(f)  FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Routine  inspection  of  all  food  premises  was  resumed  in  19 59.  This, 
together  with  the  inevitable  backsliding  in  a few  places  during  1958, 
when  inspections  were  infrequent,  account  for  the  rather  higher  figures 
in  Table  19  (D).  These  figures  are,  however,  by  no  means  an  index  of 
the  value  of  this  work,  which  reminds  food  traders  of  their  duty  to  the 
public  and  affords  an  opportunity  for  education  in  food  hygiene.  Its 
importance  was  emphasised  by  the  incidence  of  food  poisoning  and  the 
extensive  research  carried  out  in  an  effort  to  trace  its  origin. 
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Further  attention  was  given  to  mobile  food  shops,  but  the  absence 
of  sufficient  legal  standards  or  of  power  to  require  licencing  or  regist- 
ration, made  it  impossible  to  ensure  really  satisfactory  conditions  in  all 
cases. 

During  the  autumn  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  issued  the  first  Food  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice- — 
No.  1 — “Hygiene  in  the  Retail  Meat  Trade”  and  No.  2 — “The  Hy- 
giene, Transport  and  Handling  of  Meat”.  While  they  have  not  the  force 
of  law,  the  Codes  contain  much  sound  advice.  They  were,  therefore, 
brought  to  the  notice  of  all  members  of  the  trade  in  the  Borough. 

In  February,  1959,  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council  dele- 
gated to  the  Kettering  Borough  Council  their  functions  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations.  As 
a result,  responsibility  for  supervision  of  hygiene  at  the  Kettering  In- 
dustrial Co-operative  Society’s  dairy  rests  entirely  with  the  Borough 
Council,  instead  of  being  divided  between  the  two  local  authorities. 
Samples  of  milk  have  therefore  been  taken  from  the  dairy  more  freq- 
uently and  a routine  testing  of  equipment  instituted. 

The  introduction  of  milk  vending  machines  also  necessitated  in- 
creased milk  sampling  to  ensure  adequate  keeping  quality  of  the  milk. 

The  following  complaints  concerning  food  were  investigated  dur- 
ing the  year  : — 

( 1 ) Piece  of  wire  in  a fruit  cake. 

(2)  Screw  in  a sponge  cake. 

(3)  Flour  beetle  in  a loaf. 

(4)  Slug  in  a milk  bottle. 

(5)  Blue  mould  in  wrapped  sliced  bread  rolls. 

(6)  Dirt  in  a milk  bottle. 

(7)  Mould  in  a steak  and  kidney  pie. 

Whilst  no  proceedings  were  instituted,  in  most  cases  special  pre- 
cautions were  subsequently  introduced  in  an  effort  to  avoid  a repetition 
of  the  cause  of  complaint. 

(g)  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Two  houses  formerly  dependent  on  wells  for  water  were  provided 
with  mains  supplies.  One  of  these  was  re-drained  and  the  waste  water 
closet  replaced  by  a modem  water  closet  with  flushing  cistern. 

One  other  house  where  a well  water  sample  was  reported  as  “Sus- 
picious count  but  no  evidence  of  faecal  pollution”  now  has  an  alternative 
mains  supply. 

(h)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

All  fourteen  samples  of  water  from  the  Council’s  swimming  baths 
were  reported  to  be  “very  satisfactory”,  as  were  the  three  samples  from 
Henry  Gotch  Secondary  Modern  School  pool. 
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Eight  out  of  ten  samples  from  Wicksteed  Park  paddling  pools 
were  very  satisfactory,  the  remainder  having  slight  counts  with  no 
evidence  of  faecal  pollution.  Advice  was  given  on  dealing  with  algae 
which,  while  harmless,  were  difficult  to  control  during  the  prolonged 
hot  weather. 

In  spite  of  changing  the  water  twice  weekly  and  hand  dosing  with 
chlorine  by  the  Parks  staff,  only  one  of  the  three  samples  from  Rocking- 
ham Road  Park  paddling  pool  was  satisfactory.  Soil  on  the  shelving 
sides  of  the  pool  can  readily  be  washed  into  it  by  rain.  The  pool  is  used 
only  during  August. 

(i)  RODENT  CONTROL. 

Although  the  number  of  applications  for  action  by  the  Rodent 
Operative  increased  from  243  to  290,  and  in  spite  of  Mr.  Clarke’s  mis- 
fortune, this  service  was  maintained. 

With  the  banning  on  humanitarian  grounds  of  certain  types  of 
traps,  a Burran  pump  was  obtained  for  gassing  rats  in  earth  banks, 
chiefly  at  the  Corporation  tip. 

In  the  Spring  of  1959  the  sewer  manholes  in  the  experimental  area 
bounded  by  Rockingham  Road,  Wood  Street,  Bath  Road,  and  Montagu 
Street  were  again  treated  with  Warfarin.  From  the  fact  that  the  number 
of  “takes”  dropped  from  32  (56%)  to  6 (10%)  in  this  area  compared 
with  27%  in  the  rest  of  the  central  area,  Warfarin  would  appear  more 
effective  than  the  quick  acting  poisons  for  this  work.  Warfarin  was, 
therefore,  used  for  the  remainder  of  the  centre  of  the  town  for  the 
autumn  treatment  instead  of  arsenic. 

(j)  CONCLUSION. 

Reviewing  the  year,  I feel  that  we  can  claim  to  have  made  steady 
progress,  thanks  to  a team  spirit  and  the  practical  good  will  of  all  con- 
cerned— both  inside  and  outside  the  department  and  the  public  services, 
which  is  just  how  local  government  should  work. 

Naturally,  1959  was  not  without  its  difficulties,  and  I welcome  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  my  colleagues,  and 
all  who  have  borne  with  me  and  helped  me  through  them.
